I doubt in my mind that the 
machine will enjoy the wide market 
that it did, and that it may become 
more of a niche machine than it was 
but still well supported, by a close 
knit band of enthusiasts. 


It would be something to see if they 
manufacture and place a RISC- 
based Amiga on the market with an 
appropriate OS, so that we might 
then enjoy our favourite operating 
system and at the same time run 
IBM or Mac programs natively. Of 
course this might happen with other 
RISC machines too, a sort of Amiga 
clone market where one used the 
operating system of choice for the 
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software or vice versa. 


It would appear that Escom will 
indeed be looking at regenerating 
the Amiga market, but with what 
machines and operating systems we 
are as yet not too sure. Plus the fact 
that they also have to find sufficient 
chips, parts, personnel, developers 
etc. This is a large undertaking that 
will take time. 


I would doubt that we, in this 
country, will see a great deal of 
difference in the market for some 6 
to 12 months. So hang in there: 
keep the old machine operating ‘till 
we know what is actually planneg 
and how long it will take. 


As you all well know, I disappeareg 
from the scene for a while, having 
tests done in hospital.

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now was the time to change over 
production of Cursor from 
Pagestream 2.2 to Pagestream 3.0g. 


All went well for the first couple of 
weeks as IJ started discovering new 
methods of doing things. I must 
explain first that Pagestream 3 is 
completely different to Pagestream 
2.2. Softlogic themselves have said 
that Pagestream 3 was constructed 
new from the ground up and no 
code from earlier Pagestreams was 
used in Pagestream 3. 


This means that you must relearn 
different and new ways to do 
things, and so it takes a lot longer to 
achieve the end result. 


Nevertheless, Pagestream 3 has 
several major advantages over 
Pagestream 2.2 and can do a 
number of things that the earlier 
version can’t, such as graduated 
fills, filled tabs, more than one type 
of master page etc. etc., so I 
persevered with its numerous 
crashes and half-implemented 
features until finally, with only 3 
days left of the deadline, it refused 
to load the document, no matter 
what I tried. This meant that 3-1/2 
weeks of hard wark was down the 
drain and it was back to Version 2.2 
OH, I LOVE PAGESTREAM 3!!!

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Interview with Colin Proudfoot 
(CP) of C=UK outside US 
Bankruptcy Court building 
4:15pm Friday April 21, 1995, by 
Josh Galun (JG), editor of Amiga 
Link Online magazine. 


(Missed first question) 

CP: C=UK is waiting for this 
thing to be over. We then look for- 
ward to working with ESCOM and 
reviewing their plans for the future 
of Commodore ’cause they’re 
gonna drive the technology and in 
effect they are quite likely to end up 
the owners of the C=UK business. 

JG: Do you believe ESCOM will 
buy C=UK as they exist right now 
or do you believe they will license 
you as clone-makers? 

CP: I don’t think ESCOM will 
leave C=UK outside its organiza- 
tion, so it’s a technical question in 
acoounting terms whether it’s ex- 
pedient for them to keep the cor- 
porate identity as it is today; or 
create a new corporate identity; or 
use their existing structure and 
merge the C=UK within that. I 
think that what is the key is that 
they will retain a lot of the staff 
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from the UK organization because 
we have the expertise in the market 
place. 

JG: If you were allowed to make 
your own plans for the UK market 
of the Amiga, what would they be? 
If ESCOM gave you that, how 
would you market the Amiga and 
make it viable again? 

CP: I don’t think that 1s a realistic 
question because if you look at the 
market place as a whole you can’t 
exclude the UK from the rest of 
Europe or the rest of the world. 
Computing nowadays is very much 
a global market and we would have 
to fall in line with ESCOM. Ags 
regards to what marketing plans we 
would see, David Pleasance has 
outlined the plans he would have 
for the market place and the 
products and how it would develop. 
In fact he will be talking to ESCOM 
about these things next week anq 
we will see how many of those 
ideas they will wish to adopt. 

JG: So you're saying that there ig 
nothing that separates the UK mar- 
ket from the rest of the European 
market or the global market? 

CP: Europe is now a common 
market and there are no technica] 
bounderies for free movement of 
goods and services so a product 
that’s launched in the UK one day 
we’ll find in Germany the next day, 
or in Holland or in Denmark. 

JG: I heard that C= UK has good 
developer’s relationships. Have 
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you been talking to them about the 
buyout and what information have 
you gotten from them that might be 
helpful to ESCOM? 

CP: Well the UK has a very 
Strong software community anda 
lot of developers are based in there 
and we’ve been talking to them 
throughout the buyout; we’ve been 
discussing ideas for eventual new 
Products and I think ESCOM will 
be very interested in the discussions 
that we had and the results of those 
discussions. 

JG: Is there any technology that 
C=UK has that has not been re- 
anial or that it still owns the rights 
to: 

CP: C=UK has never owned any 
of the rights to the technology, it’s 
merely been a licensee. All rights 
have always been held by CEL in 
the Bahamas or Commodore-Amiga 
in California. To come back to the 
developers, we recognise and I 
think the ESCOM people recognise 
how important the relationships 
with the development community 
are and on behalf of David and 
myself I wish to thank the develop- 
ment community for their support 
over the last 12 months. It’s been 
absolutely tremendous; we couldn’t 
have asked for any more support or 
any better encouragement from the 
guys all around the world. 
Hopefully we’re looking forward to 
working with ESCOM working 
with the developers’ community 
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and putting the Amiga back on top 
of the market place, which is what 
we wanted all along. 

JG: The US is a very competitive, 
intense and big market. Do you 
think ESCOM will want to, and are 
able to attack it properly? 

CP: You should ask them. I can 
only speculate and have a personal 
opinion and I would say the follow- 
ing: ESCOM have been 
phenomenally successful as a PC 
vendor in Europe and they have 
grown the business tremendously. 
Where do they go from there? They 
look to North America. How can 
they penetrate the American mar- 
ket? Can they do it with a "me-too" 
computer? No they can’t! So 
therefore they need a product to dif- 
ferentiate themselves from the rest 
of the competition and maybe, just 
maybe, the Amiga is that product. 

JG: What are your personal feel- 
ings about the end of the buyout? 

CP: I’m very glad it’s over! 

JG: Are you an Amiga user your- 
self? 

CP: I have a CD32 at home and 
in the office a Commodore 486 PC. 

JG: Do you have any plans of 
switching to the Amiga? 

CP: I am not a technologist Iam a 
businessman. What I do is I talk to 
David Pleasance and the rest of the 
guys in the UK to get an under- 
standing from them about the tech- 
nology and its applications. My job 
is business. @DO?P®@

Firstly let me say that if you have 
not previously had any experience 
in modifying your Amiga or cannot 
solder two wires together, get 
someone who knows to do it for 
you. 


This simple modification does work 
so if you blow something don’t 
blame me - you’ve been warned! 


THINGS YOU WILL NEED:- 

A fine tipped soldering iron. 

Some fine resin-cored solder. 
500mm of 4 strand ribbon cable 
(multicoloured). 

1 x 40 pin IC socket. 

1 x single pole double throw 
switch. 2 x 1k half watt resistors. 

2 x ROM chips. 


PROCEDURE:- 

Take your least loved ROM chip 
and place the 40 pin ROM socket 
over it so that the legs match up and 
are in contact (you might have to 
bend the legs of the socket a bit 
until they all touch). When they are 
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all touching remove the 40 pin 
socket and then tin all touching 
surfaces lightly using as little heat 
as possible on the ROM legs (5secs 
max). 

Next bend out leg #12 on both 
ROMs and the socket (see 
romhack3.pic) and place the socket 
Over your pre- tinned ROM. 
Lightly solder all legs of the socket 
to the legs of the ROM - except legs 
#12 (which should be bent out of 
harms way). 

Take your multistrand wire and tin 
about 2mm of each wire and then 
solder one strand to pin #21 of the 
socket (leave space for the leg to go 
right in the motherboard socket). 
Leave the other end of this wire for 
the time being (Remember this a 
+5v line so watch out for solder 
bridges and shorts). 

Insert the second ROM chip in the 
socket so that it sits directly above 
the first ROM chip and make sure 
that leg #12 is bent out of the way. 
Solder two wires to #12 pins on the 
both the top ROM and the socket 
(which is soldered to #12 of the 
bottom ROM). 

Take your resistors and twist and 
solder one wire of each together and 
then solder the joined end to the 
switch end of the wire leading to 
pin #21. Solder the other ends of 
the resistors to the outer pins of the 
Switch. 

Solder the two switch ends of the 
wires connected to both pins #12 to 
the outer pins of the switch (with 
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the ends of the resistors). Solder 
the remaining wire which should be 
not connected at the ROM end to 
the center pole of the switch. 

Now take the assembly to the 
computer and take the existing 
ROM chip off the motherboard 
socket and solder the remaining 
wire at the ROM end of the 
assembly to pin socket #12 on the 
mother board ROM socket. 

Fit the assembled ROMs into the 
motherboard socket and check that 
there 1s no connection between the 
socket wire and the bent out pins 
#12 of both ROMs (Use a 
magnifying glass to make sure). 
Check the assembly with the 
Romhack3.pic and check the circuit 
and make sure there are no shorts in 
the wiring especially at the pins and 
resistors (use a circuit tester if you 
have one). - 

Make sure that the switch is fully 
engaged in one position and power 
up. You should now see the 
Workbench prompt on the screen. 
Turn off the power and wait 10 and 
then switch to the other position and 
power up again and if all is well 
you should see the second 
Workbench prompt on the screen. 

If you have a revision 5 board and 
are using 2.0 or better ROMs in one 
or both positions you may have to 
solder a jumper wire between pins 
#1 and #31 to get the 2.0+ 
workbench prompt. 

Now all you have to do is find a 
suitable position to mount the 
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switch and you are set up with the 
simplest ROM switch of all. 
Remember to always power down 
and wait 10 seconds before 
changing the switch. 

HOW DOES IT WORK?:- Pin #12 
on the Amiga ROMs is normally 
grounded or as the technical types 
say tied low and when the board is 
powered up pin #12 is checked and 
if found low that ROM is turned on. 
What we have done is to take a +5v 
line from pin #21 and passed it via 
the 1k resistors to both of the 
ROMs pin #12 and as there is little 
current flowing the voltage at these 
pins is still high enough to tie them 
high upon power up that is to turn 
both ROMs off. So what turns only 
one on is the switch that shorts one 
of pins to ground (The socket of pin 
#12) and the potential at that point 
drops low enough to turn that ROM 
on while the resistor keeps the 
current drain to earth low enough to 
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WHY ANOTHER ROM 
SWITCHER?:- I needed a ROM 
switcher which used only one side 
of my double pole double throw 
switch so that I could use the other 
side to activate a digital display unit 
to show which ROM is currently 
active on my tower unit which was 
designed to show the clock speed of 
the IBM which should normally 
reside there and I thought there was 
probably someone out there who 
might be able to use these ideas. 
The logical extension of these ideas 
is for more than two ROMs 
selectable via a rotary switch 
without having to use complicated 
logic switches as I have seen on 
other 500’s. 

I hope this little hack works for you 
as well as it worked for me and 
remember if you come across 
something that works, put it ona 
board so others can use it.

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The decision to buy a new printer 
was one of necessity, the Star 
NX1000CL had given faithful 
service for several years but 
unfortunately the print quality, 
whilst good for home use, was not 
up to the business standards we 
have recently found necessary. 


I started the replacement process by 
first looking at what we needed, the 
final requirements were: 


Laser quality black lettering (For 
business letters) 

Colour capable if possible (School 
projects) 

Best warranty possible 

Amiga and DOS compatible (i.e. 
Drivers available) 

Automatic feeder (Cut sheet or 
Tractor) 

Within our budget ($650 to $700) 


With the requirements settled I 
started looking, scoured back issues 
of ACAR and other magazines 
looking at ad’s and articles 
(Actually I found very few tests of 
printers), I phoned Jason 
CURSOR 
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(SYNAPSE Computers) as well as 
many others to check out prices and 
deals. 


Having done the ground work I 
then went to many stores to actually 
look and try the printers out, I found 
the Harvey Norman Superstore at 
Mt Gravatt had an excellent 
selection as did Myers in the city, 
although they just stare at you if 
you mention our beloved AMIGA’s 
name. 


Having shopped around I 
eliminated Laser printers aS, 
although there are models in the 
price range, they are not colour 
compatible. Similarly I eliminated 
Dot matrix for the very reasons I 
am replacing the Star, therefore the 
choice came down to four types: 


1/ Epson Stylus colour printer - 
Probably the best printer of the 

lot but unfortunately outside the 
budget at $900.00. 


2/ Hewlett Packard HP 540C - This 
appears to be an excellent printer, 3 
year warranty, available in black 
only then upgradable to colour, 


stylish looks and with printer 
drivers for the AMIGA available. 


There is a down side however and 
that is the HP 540 does not havea 
control panel, all settings are

achieved under software control 
(Preferences), this can be annoying 
and secondly the HP 540C does not 
have Black ink, when the colour 
unit is in place, it mixes the colours 
to achieve a "Greeny" black colour. 
The resulting "black" text looks bad 
if mixed with real black ink text. 


3/ Hewlett Packard HP 560C - This 
printer overcomes all the above 
problems as it has both a control 
panel and a four colour print head 
with Black ink and three colours, 
unfortunately, at present, the price 
of this unit is beyond the budget. 


4/ Cannon BJC 4000 - This printer 
was chosen as it met all the criteria, 
it has the choice of a single large 
black ink head or a four colour head 
(Black and three colours). 12 month 
warranty, attractive (upright) 
styling and an automatic cut sheet 
feeder. Originally I was quoted 
$799 for this model however by 
shopping around I was able to 
reduce this to $699 (including a 
cable). The printer comes with one 
large Black ink head and one colour 
head comprising a small black head 
and a three-colour head, it also 
comes with a comprehensive 
manual and Microsoft DOS and 
Windows software. (Windows - 
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The obvious problem for all the 
above printers is the lack of a 
printer driver for them as I was only 
using Workbench 1.3. During my 
discussions many people expressed 
the opinion that I could face 
problems with 1.3 so I checked out 
my options. 


1/ Stay with 1.3 - I would just have 
to see if I could get the printer to 
work. Decided this would be the 
last resort as I had considered 
upgrades many times before and 
this looked like a good excuse. 


2/ Upgrade to 3.1 - This is the 
obvious choice as it is the latest 
version and the most likely 
probability of compatibility. 

The only problem was the cost 
$185.00 - Would it be worth it 7??? 


3/ Upgrade to 2.1 - This option was 
not immediately obvious as the 2.1 
upgrades are no longer advertised, 
however as I was investigating all 
this Jason offered me a 2.04 ROM 
for $60.00. At the time this was of 
no use as he did not have the disks 
and manual, however whilst dealing 
with Computer Affair in Sydney I 
mentioned the 2.04 ROM’s and 
they said they had the WB2.1 disks 
and manuals in stock for $20.00. 


Now my choice was obvious I 
ordered the Manuals and disks and 
picked up the ROM’s. Great, an 
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upgrade for $80.00 !!! 


Installation !!!! 


I removed all the covers from my 
A500 and replaced the ROM, I 
switched on and looked for smoke - 
when none showed I connected the 
monitor and sure enough the screen 
said WB 2. 


Because I had not received the 
books and manuals I booted with 
my original hard drive set-up, all 
was well except the Virus checker 
hung up and the PD program I use 
to stop the drives from "clicking" 
did not work. 


I tried all my normal programs with 
no problems. 


Once I had the disks and manual I 
did a complete backup of my 
workbench partition and proceeded 
to install WB2. 


This installation did not go as 
planned as the manual said "Using 
the Installation" Disk, unfortunately 
this disk was not supplied so I had 
to copy it one file at a time, this did 
not present a major problem as I 
had a fair idea what was required to 
go where. I’m glad I am not a 
beginner !!!! 


Installation went well, followed by 
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the setting up of the user-startup 
file, then customising, (Playing 
with), the preferences. Almost all 
my programs work although some 
Icons did not work properly and 
required alteration. 


I will now have to learn all the 
possible functions of WB2.1, I 
believe time will tell as far as the 
advantages of 2.1 over 1.3. 


The only disappointment is that I 
have not come across a dedicated 
driver for the BJC-4000 printer, I 
believe that Studio II has one, but at 
$99.00 it is outside the present 
budget. I have been told that the 
BJC-600 driver will do the trick, 
but I have not been able to find that 
either, at this time. 


If anyone could help me with a 
BJC-600 or BJC-4000 Printer 
Driver (Preferably PD) or anyone 
who would like to purchase my old 
Star NX1000CL Colour printer, 
complete with box, manuals, cable, 
Printer Driver and ribbons all at a
